Wages in the Free State. 


Any belief or suspicion that Capital has 
declared a wanton war on Labour in the 
Free State ports must be.dispelled by the 
document which we print to-day. It is a 
clear and dispassionate statement of the 
shipowners’ case. It proves not merely 
that they are not “out” for war, but 
that, in a situation which has been almost 
impossible for some months, they put the 
public interest before their own. The 
shipping industry has been engaged in a 
hopeless struggle with “grossly excessive 
rates of wages’’ and artificia] labour con- 
ditions. The Free State is the only country 
in Europe where wages have not receded 
towards their normal level after the un- 
settlement of the Great War. Dublin is in 
competition with the ports of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, where the

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whims. In the case of wealthy patients 
the pure practice of medicine was íor 
to yield, often enough, to the invalid’s 
natural objection to being dosed with new- 
fangled drugs or subjected to any but the 
time-honoured operations. It was in the 
charitable hospitals, therefore, that 
medieval therapeutics made most of their 
progress, and the same thing is true, to 
some extent, at the present day. When, 
however, the communities became vaster 
and more complex, wealthy and benevo- 
lent persons relatively scarcer, and the 
potentialities, alike of the public for 
acquiring maladies and of medical science 
for curing them, greater, the communities 
themselves began to be obliged to 
come to the aid of the benevolent. 
This has been done in a multitude 
of different ways; but the voluntary 
donation and the unpaid doctor remain 
the ‘basis of the general therapeutic 
system of all nations. Yet every day 
the problem becomes more acute. Of 
the plight of the many fine hospitals that 
are supported by voluntary contributions 
both in Ireland and in Britain we hear 
much. Now at the British Medical Asso- 
ciation’s representative meeting, which ‘s 
in progress at Portsmouth, the question of 
“hospital policy” has been raised with 
particular respect to the unpaid status of 
the doctor. 

The doctors who participated in the 
discussion at Portsmouth expressed divided 
opinions. Some contended that, so long 
as the hospital system remained on 
the voluntary basis, the medical pro- 
fession ought to continue to give its ser- 
vices without reward. Others took the 
position that the voluntary system, if 
not actually dead, is, in fact, moribund. 
In many hospitals patients pay as 
much as three and four guineas 4 week.

Mr. Ormsby-Gore, in reply to a further 
question regarding the rights of British 
subjects in Southern Ireland, pointed out 
that all the inhabitants of Ireland + >re 
technically British subjects, but that 
under Article I. of the Treaty the Irish 
Free State was a Dominion, and enjoyed 
the same power as other Dominions over 
the persons living within its borders. He 
added rather plaintively that he was not 
the Minister responsible for drawing up 
the Treaty. 

Concerning the payments for compensa- 
tion he was decidedly hopeful. As re. 
gards defended decrees, £265,000 had been 
paid and about £150,000 remained to be 
paid, while, of the Wood Renton awards, 
the total paid to date amounted to 
£1,558,000, and so large had been the pay- 
ments in June that he had good hopes 
that the arrears would soon be cleared off.

Minstrels at Oxford. 


In the spacious days when minstrelsy 
was an accepted part of the social life of 
the upper classes poetry and music went 
hand in hand. The minstrel, if the 
authorities do not err, was generally “ in- 
firm and old,” and, indeed, we may 
believe that the art of playing a harp and 
reciting an epic at the same time was not 
acquired quickly. We shall never know 
precisely how it was done—to what extent 
the minstrel improvised his recitative or, 
as the case may be, had his lines com- 
mitted to memory, or if the strains torn 
from his wild harp followed any pre- 
arranged sequence of musica] ideas. Now 
an effort is being made at Oxford to bring 
about what is intended to be a first step 
towards a revival of the minstrel’s art. 
The originator of the idea is Mr. John 
Masefield, who is not only a fine poet, but 
is the one English poet who is courageous)y 
determined to keep the intellectual value 
of poetry—and, incidentally, of poets— 
before the public mind. In conjunction 
with Professor Gordon and Mr. Robert 
Bridges, :the Poet Laureate, he has 
arranged for the holding of a poetical 
symposium during the present week in one 
of the University’s public buildings. The 
music-makers will be permitted to bruise 
and shake the world, or, at any rate, the 
audience, with their own fine frenzies, or 
they may recite the poetry of others. A 
good many of the five hundred “ entries ”’ 
—it seems to be an astonishing number— 
will recite, no doubt, the epics of Mr. 
John Masefield and even the more 
classic cantos of the Poet Laureate. That 
the orgy of reverberating rhythm wil 
awake a new passion for this style of 
entertainment in the sluggish British 
breast appears to be doubtful, It may 
serve, however, to remind us that Boar’s 
Hill is still the authentic Parnassus of 
British song.

WHY WAGES MUST BE 
REDUCED. 


The following official statement has been 
issue? on behalf of the .tssociated Ship- 
respecting the quesent labour 
troubles i— 

‘The prospect that the present condition 
of paralysis at Free State ports is likely to 
-ontinue for many weeks, and that it must 
rapidly and inevitably extend to many other 
interests, renders it desirable that a clear 
statement should be placed before the public 
as to the causes and implications of the 
present crisis. 

“In common with other industrial interests 
Irish shipowners have for many months con- 
tinued to pay grossly excessive rates of 
wages, and to struggle with artificial labour 
conditions, in order to avert an industrial 
crisis in unstable political’ and economic con- 
ditions; and in the hope that organised labour 
might realise and accommodate itself to 
inevitable readjustment of wages and condi- 
tions. One notable result of this hesitation 
upon the part of employers has been the 
destruction of the only two shipbuildin 
vards in Dublin. If the condition whi 
orzanised labour now imsists upon wefe ac- 
cepted, not alone shipping companies, but 
manv other staple industries in the Free 
State, would inevitably find themselves with- 
in a short time in the same position as the

THE ONLY WAY. 

“Were the shipping companies—and other 
industrial interests now inevitably becoming 
involved in the deadlock—to await an acute 
§nancial crisis in their affairs, the result 
sould be even more disastrous for the e- 
earners than for their employers. Nothing 
less than a drastic revision of present rates 
; wages and working conditions can avert 


thie common disaster. 
“It has been foolishly suggested that ship- 
enterprises are 


ning and other commerci 
anxious to make use of -the present depres- 
sion to crush Labour gage So far is 
this view. from the tru h that cms ese 
deeply concerns the shipowners than t pre- 
sent confusion and divisions in the Labour 
organisations directly -involved. in» the ship- 
ping industry. Before discussion and adjust- 
ment can take place some person or group of 
persons must have authority to negotiate upon 
behalf of the wage-earners. This is the first 
necessary step to a resumption of work. 

“The leader of the Labour Party in the 
Dail has just made an eloquent and powerful 
appeal that further efforts should be made to 
eliminate the casual element in employment. 
Much has been done in recent years to 
stabilise workers’ incomes, with result 
that dockers’ employment is now more con- 
‘inuous in the principal Free State ports than 
in Great Britain. But there is no reason 
why efforts should not be made to effect 
further improvements in this eo md and 
the shipping companies are prepa at any 
time to a tte. the most earnest and 
friendly discussion with rly accredited 
Labour representatives to that end. 

FUNDAMENTAL PACT. 

‘Much might be added by way of detail, 
rich as the impossibility of paying differen- 
tial tates of wages to seamen and firemen 
recruited at British and Free State ports re- 
spectively; the impossibility of successful 
competition between Free State ports pay 
ing excessive wages and other Irish ports with 
lower wages rates and more favourable work- 
ing conditions; and the depressing effect of 
high freights upon export of Irish manufac- 
turers—but, the fundamental fact is that a 
evision of present conditions 1s essential to 
the revival alike of shipping and other in- 
dustries in the Free State. It is for that 
reason, and for that reason alone, that the 
present deadlock has arisen. When this fact 
« realised by the wage-earners greater genera 
eficieney will begin to prevail, and the cost 
of living will automatically adinst itself.

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House of Commons yesterday, asked whether 
ex-Private Dowling, late of the Connaught 
Rangers, was still detained in prison; 
whether any other prisoners had not been 
released under the general amnesty, apd why 
this man is, stil] being detained in prison. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Guinness, in reply, said 
that J Dowling was still imprisoned in 
Great ain in common with a few other 
soldiers similarly found guilty of grave 
offences committed during the war. ‘There 
been no general amnesty for such 


although, in fact, no man was still serving 
any sentence for a purely military offence 
committed during the war. Dowling was 
convicted by general court martial on July 
18, 1918, on. three ' charges, the gravest 
charges on which in time of war a soldier 
could be convicted. The charges were as 

follows :— 
1—When a prisoner of war voluntarily serv- 
with the enemy, and serving in the 

“Irish Brigade.” 

2—-When a prisoner of war voluntarily aid- 


British prisoners of war to join the 
armed forces of the enemy. 

5—When a prisoner of war voluntarily aid- 

ing the enemy by going to Ireland in 
a German submarine with the object of 
aiding the King's enemies in prosecut- 
ing the war against His Majesty. 

He was sentenced to death, but that’ sen- 
tence was commuted to penal servitude for 
life, and that sentence he was still serving. 
The amnesty which the hon. and gallant 
member had in mind was presumably that 
which had in effect been extended both by 
the British and Irish Governments to the un- 
disguised and regular supporters of the 
other party in our late domestic troubles. 

It was, however, obvious that a serving 
British soldier who not only left his own 
‘service, but who joined and took an 
active part in that of an _ external 
enemy in time of public peril 
could not be placed in any such category. 
His Majesty’s Government, therefore, after 
giving the most careful consideration to the 
matter, had reluctantly come to the conclu- 
sion that they could not advise His Majesty 
to vary the sentence imposed in this case. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy—While 
nobody wishes to minimise the gravity of 
such crimes by a soldier, is the War ce 
aware that many people who have done much 
worse things in Ireland—murdered British 
officers in their beds and so on—have been 
liberated ? 

Lieutenant-Colonel Guinness—None of the- 
crimes to which the hon. and gallant gentle- 
man refers took place on active service. I 
do not think that any of these peace-time 
crimes can compare with that of a man who 
deliberately goes over to the enemy and tries 
to seduce other prisoners of war from their 
allegiance, into which they, in common with 
him, have voluntarily entered. 


MALICIOUS DAMAGE CLAIMS. 


Sir William Davison asked for particulars 
as to the total amount of defended decrees for 
malicious damage in Southern Ireland between 
January, 1919, and July, 1921, which have 
been paid; what amount remains outstand- 
ing; whether the fortnightly payment of 
Wood-Renton awards has now commenced ; 
and what amount has actually been paid. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore replied—lhe total amount 
which has been paid by the Free State in 
respect ef defended decrees during the period 
specified is £265,200, and the total amount 
remaining unpaid is approximately £150,000. 
The total amount paid to July 14th by the 
Free State Government in res of Wood- 
Renton awards is £1,358,435 18s. 6d. 


COMPENSATION AWARDS. 


Answering Sir J. Butcher, Mr. Ormsby 
Gore said that he had no reason to suppose 
that the hon. and learned member’s com- 
plaints that the compensation awarded by the 
eommittee presided over’ by Mr. Justice 
Wylie, was not in accord with Article 10 of 
the Treaty were well founded. As the right 
to compensation, in accordance with Article 
10 was a statutory right, he saw no ground for 
the appointment of a committee, with a judi- 
cial personage at its head, to advise the 
British Government whether such complaints 
were well founded or not. 

Sir J. Butcher—As the Irish Free State 
have appointed a committee to advise them as 
to compensation, is it not right that the 
British Government should appoint their own 
committee to advise them. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—I do not think that is 
possible. This being a statutory committee, 
you cannot have another committee to review 
the findings of the statutory committee. 

Sir J. Butcher—How is the British Govern- 
ment to know that their obligations have 
been faithfully carried out if they have not 
got a committee. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—We have no reason to 
suppose that the Treaty bas been broken by 
the Free State Government. 


CONSTITUTIONAL STATUS. 


Mr. Ormsby Gore informed Sir J. Butcher 
that Article 1 of the Treaty provided that 
Ireland should have the same constitutional 
status in the community of nations, known 
as the British Empire, as the other self- 
governing Dominions, and Article 2 of the 
Constitution provided that all powers of 
Government, and all authority, legislative, 
executive and judicial in Ireland shall be 
exercised in the Irish Free State through the 
organisations established by, or under, and in 
accord, with this Constitution. These pro- 
visions were made statutory by the Imperial 
Parliament by the Irish Free State Agree- 
ment Act, 1922, and the Irish Free State 
Constitution Act, 1922, respectively. 

Mr. _MacPherson—Are we to understand 
that the rights vested in British subjects are 
now declared by this Act null and void? 

Sir H. Kingsley Wood—Does it not take 
away the statutory rights of British subjects? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore—All the people in Ireland 
are British subjects. Under the Constitution, 
and under the powers of Dominion Home 
Rule, it has precisely the same powers as 
the Dominion of Canada, which could legis- 
late on the question of rights. 

Sir W. Davison—Is the hon, gentleman rot 
aware that under the Agreement For Imple- 
menting The Treaty it is laid down specifically 
that legislation shall be introduced into the 
British Parliament to enable rights which 
had accrued to British subjects to be set aside ; 
and has any Minister the right to barter 
sr the neve of British citizens? 

r. Ormsby-Gore—The Treaty, after all, 
was confirmed by Parliament. I was not the 
Minister who made the Agreement. It was 
made by the late Secretary to the Colonies. 
The question should have been raised then.

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FLEETS TO EXCHANGE 
. SALUTES. 
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LAUSANNE, Monday. 

The hall of the Lausanne Palace Hotel has 
already assumed a festive appearance in 
expectation of the banquet at which the 
peace delegates are being entertained to-night 
by the Federal Council of Switzerland. There 
is a great display of the flags of the nations 
represented at the Conference, and a profusion 
of plants and flowers. Covers are laid for 
seventy, and there will probably be short 
speeches by the President of the Swiss Con- 
federation and Sir Horace Rumbold on behalf 
of the delegations, The President, accom- 
panied by .several State Councillors, arrived 
this afternoon, and has taken rooms at the 
Lausanne Palace, At to-morrow’s signatyre 
of peace there will be one speech—that" of 
M. Scheurer, the Swiss President. 

YUGO-SLAVIA STANDS OUT.

BRITISH GENERAL’S TRIBUTE | 


TO TURKEY. 

General Harington this evening returned 
the complimentary call which the Turkish 
Military Governor, Selah Ed Din Adil Pasha, 
aid him on July 18. General Harington de- 
ir the following address :— 

“I have come as a soldier to wish you all 
success in the peace upon which we are enter- 
ing. I am pleased to think that the great 
traditions which existed between the armies 
of England and Turkey are now being re- 
newed—traditions which recall the memory 
of the great names of Alma, Inkerman, 
Sebastopol, and others, which many British 
regiments proudly bear on their colours. 

“We know well that the armies of Turkey 
and England have adways maintained a re- 
spect for each other, whether they have been 
friends or foes. I am pleased to be in a 
position to extend my hand as a link which 
will happily be joined up to-morrow between 
our armies, and I extend my wishes that this 
link will be long lasting. 

“I am pleased to think that the task is 
completed, and that we have steéred success- 
fully through a difficult period by mutual co- 
operation.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

A naval ceremony, in which both the ‘Adios 
and Turkey are participating+in which the 
Allied warships will exchange formal salutes 
with the Turkish cruisers for the first time 
since the year 1915—will mark the signing of 
the Peace Treaty at Lausanne. 

The Turkish cruiser, Hamide, which during 
the Balkan wars, under the command of Reof 
Bey, menaced the Greek Fleet, is leaving the 
Golden Horn, where it has been held captive 
by the Allies since the armistice, and will 
steam up the Bosphorus to the picturesque 
— of the Caliph, and will be joined here 

y the Allied Fleet for the exchange of 
salutes durin naval manouvres. The 
Turkish warship will be joined by the 
Sultan’s yacht, which also has been unused 
since 1918. 

Gradually the importance of the radical 
concession which Turkey—defeated in the 
Great War—has obtained from the Allies is, 
being appreciated by the Turks, who are 


now beginning to feel that the hardships and 


losses of the Great War were worth while in 


precipitating a situation where the present 


position is possible. 

Significant of the attitude of the Turks is 
the arrangement of special ceremonies for 
those who died in the Great War. Candles 


are to be burned upon the graves in the three 


war cemeteries during the night, and 
Memorial Services are being planned to take 
place during the day to give thanks for the 
sacrifices rendered to the nation which, with 
a agg ty assurance of an independence 
to the Turks, unhoped for even by the old 
régime before 1914, are now no longer felt by 
the Turk to be in vain. The losess of territory 


are regarded as insignificant compared to the 
achievement. 


The Allies are announcing that evacuation 
plans are now complete. Immediately upon 
notification that the Treaty has been ratified 
by Angora the Allied troops will embark 
from the Asiatic side of the Ismidt 
Peninsular, next from Constantinople, and 
last from Chanak and Gallipoli. 

I understand that the British and French 
directors of the Ottoman Bank have accepted

In bringing forward his motion yesterday 
on the pledges given both before and after thé 
signing of the Irish Treaty of 1921 with re- 
gard to land purchase and compensation, Lerd 
Midleton followed practically the same lines 
as those laid down in the letter from Lord 
Lansdowne, which we published on Saturday. 

In the various Home Rule Bills, it has 
always been an accepted principle with all 
parties that the protection oí the loyal 
minority and the completion of land purchase 
should form part of any new Constitution. In 
the Treaty itself, however, there was no re- 
cognition of this fact. The settlement of the 
question of land purchase, which has always 
previously been regarded as one of the pe 0 
guards essential to the protection of the 
minority, has been left to the Irish Free 
State. It is, therefore, incumbent on the pre- 
sent Government to see to it that this omission 
in the Treaty should, as far as is possible, be 
repaired. 

It seems to us that on general grounds 
Lord Midleton’s contentions are a very 
reasonable statement of the case. In spite 
of Lord Birkenhead’s defence of the action 
of the late Government during the period of 
the negotiations, it is fair to say that, in 
their anxiety to secure the signing of the 
Treaty, they did make concessions and con- 
sent to omissions in the Treaty which a 
firmer attitude might have rendered unneces- 
sary, and that these concessions involved the 
breaking of promises made in the interests 
of the loyalists in the South. 

In any case, it is not likely—desirable 
though it is that the credit of the Irish 
Free State should stand high—that arene 
definite in the way of a guarantee of financia 
assistance will be settled until the result of 
the elections in Ireland is known; but it 
may be taken as certain that the Govern- 
ment, in the words of Lord Midleton’s 
amended motion, is prepared to use its in- 
fluence to carry out land purchase and com- 
pensation pledges given before and after the 
signing of the Ireaty.

LABOUR'S ILLUSIONS. 


The Times, in a leading article, says :—Ín 
foreign affairs the outlook of the Labour Party 
is apt to be academic, and in the House of 
Commons yesterday Mr. Ramsay Macdonald's 
speech, pointed, as it-was, with conviction and 
hich ideals, exhibited all the illusions of his 
followers as to world conditions. 

One of the first natural consequences of the 
close of hostilities four years ago was that 
immense armies were disbanded and fleets 
demobilised. .Yet, in spite of that reduction, 
nowhere carried out more thoroughly than in 
the British Commonwealth and in the United 
States, Europe contains more armed men than 
ever béfore in peace time. 

This country will always prefer’ to keep its 
expenditure on the weapons of war at a 
minimum, and it is not the Labour Party 
alone that wishes to devote the national 
wealth to education, public health and the 
social services. 

The best way to promote those pacific senti- 
ments, which can ultimately make armaments 
unnecessary, is to lend support to the institu- 
tion which has been formed for that precise 
purpose, and to work for its universal ac 
ceptance. To discredit its efforts by summon- 
ing a conference apart from the League at 
this moment would be to destroy its chance 
of usefulness in this very sphere of disarma- 
ment,

Ireland's Franchise Wider Than That 
of Any Country in the World.

PLEDGES SHOULD BE 
HONOURED. 


‘The Earl of Midleton said that he desired 
at the outset to say that he brought this 
motion forward in no spirit of hostility to 
the Government, or to the Irish Government, 
which, he believed, was manfully endeavour- 
ing to fulfil an almost impossible task. On 
the contrary, he believed he could help both 
the one and the other by appealing to public 
opinion to baek them in demanding that 
legacies which they had. received from 
previous Governments should be made good. 

It was impossible to estimate the liabilities 
of the Government in respect of Irish affairs 
without referring to events which had 
occurred in the tangled web of Irish politics 
for some years past. As early as 1885 it 
was recognised that no settlement in Ireland 
could be made without the question of the 
land being dealt with, and by successive 
measures the abolition of dual ownership 
had been carried very far till it was brought 
to a halt by the war. , 

In all the Home Rule Bills it was common 
ground to all parties concerned that there 
should be a constitution which should amply 
protect the minority, and that land purchase 
should be completed. 

To these propositions there was added one 
which oral w obtained support from all 
sides—that, after an open struggle had 
broken out between the Government and Sinn 
Fein, the persons who had been made victims, 
and whose property had been destroyed dur- 
ing the struggle, should receive adequate 
compensation. 

It was because direct pledges on these 
subjects seemed to be in danger of non- 
fulfilment that he was troubling their lord- 
ships to-day. 

THE 1917 CONVENTION. 

“I feel,” said his lordship, “some special 
AL INEMEDh ety in this matter. From time to 
time up to 1917, I and my friends, as repre- 
senting the Unionist organisation in Southern 
were consul by Mr. Asguith's 
and Mr. Lloyd Georges Government.

DAIL EIREANN COURTS. 


Yesterday the text of the Dail Eireann 
Ls (Winding Up) Bill was issued. 

‘ection 2 deals with the appointment of 
Judicial Commissioners and Assistant Com- 
missioners for the purposes of the Act. These 
appointments will be made by the Governor- 
General on the advice of the Executive 
Council. 

Every person a pe to be a Judicial 
Commissioner shall have been a Judge of the 
Dail Supreme Court, or a practising barrister 
of not less than ten years’ standing, and 
every person appointed as Assistant Commis 
sioner shall have been a Circuit Judge of a 
Dail Court, or shall be a practising barrister 
of not less than six years’ standing, or a 
District Justice. 

Under the provisions of the Act persons 
aggrieved have the right of appeal to the Com- 
missioners against decrees regist:red in Dail 
Eireann Courts. 

Conflicting orders of other Couzis may be 
stayed by the Commissioners, .d it shall pot 
he lawful for any under sheriff or other officer 
or person to execute any judgment, dectce, 
or order, the execution whereof has been 
stayed by the Commissioners, 

The Commissioners may refer any issue of 
fact to the County or District Court.

MR. J.J. WALSH ON IRELAND’S 


FLOATING CAPITAL. 


»Speaking at the Dublin Rotary Club 
luncheon rush the Postmaster-General 
(Mr. J. J. Walsh) said that in the brief 
period during which the Free State Post Office 
Savings Bank had been in operation, something 
like two millions of money had been lodged. 

The Government had decided that for the 

resent they would not resort to the premium 

nd system of raising.a loan. The lds. 6d. 
Certificates, which would be worth £1 in five 
years, afforded the small investors an excellent 
means of saving. They would receive 54 per 
cent., free of tax, on the money, and anyone 
who wanted his money back at any time, 
would receive it without. delay. 

The Government required money to make 
good the damage that had been done to the 
railways, house property, etc., during the last 
twelve months. It was roughly estimated 
that £20,000,000 o¥er current revenue would 
be required this year. He believed that there 
were about twenty times as much floating 
capital in Treland as the Free State Govern- 
ment would need for the next few years. 

While that amount of money was available 
at home it would be suicidal to place a joan 
in either Great Britain or America, because 
theses people in foreign countries were mere 
speculators and exploiters, who would desire 
the benefits which the Irish people could 
secure for themselves if they were wise. 
© Sir Thomas Robinson, in proposing.a vote of 
thanks to the Postmaster-General, said that 
the business community would do all in their 
power to promote the object which the 
Government had in view, and they would 
encourage the wage-earners to participate in 
this splendid scheme. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason, in seconding, said that 
the possession of Savings Certificates would 
have a very steadying influence upon the 
whole community, whether from a political or 
economic point of view.

RATES,

(Before the Recorder, Dublin.) 

Arguments were resumed in the: appeal 
brought by Charles 8. Kettle, Chairman, 
County Dublin Farmers’ Association, against 
the rate struck by the Dublin County Council. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., Mr. Dickie, &.C., and 
Mr. James Henry (instructed by Mr. P. S. 
Rutherford) appeared for the appellant; Mr. 
H. D. Conner, K.C., Mr. T. Sullivan, 4.C., 
and Mr. W. 8. Shannon (instructed by Mr. 
Thomas Early) for the County Council. 

Mr. Charles Kettle, of ‘Newtown, St. 
Margaret’s, County Dublin, a ratepayer on 
whom the rates were struck for the year 
1923-24, contends (1) that these rates have 
been wrongfully struck on him, as the assess- 
ments are invalid and void ; (2) that the whole 
of the said rates should be quashed and set 
aside; and (ó) that, it be directed that the 
County Council shall make a new rate, on the 
ground, among others, that the rates, orders 
and resolutions were bad, illegal and exces- 
sive, and in excess of jurisdiction. i 

Further, he contended that the expenditure 
on roads prepared by the Balrothery, Cel- 
bridge (No. 2), North Dublin, Somth Dublin, 
and Rathdown (No. 1) Rural District Councils, 
and approved by the County Council, had ex- 
ceeded the limits allowed by law for such 
expenditure, and that the Council included in 
the estimate expenditure for work done in 
1922-23, on estimates based on excessive pay- 
ments for outdoor relief. 

The Recorder said that he desired to decide 
this complicated question in a manner likely 


the parties concerned. He. wished to know 
how he was expected to make a new rate. 
Certainly, he had power to amend. 

The figures showed that a rate not war- 
ranted by law had been struck; but there was 
no doubt this was done honestly by the pre- 
sent County Council, who, through their 
Clerk, had acted with perfect bona fides in the 
matter. 

He could certainly determine the question 
of this rate in so far as it applied to the pre- 
sent applicant, and declare, what was an un- 
doubted fact, that the rates, so far as he was 
concerned, were unlawful, and direct the rate 
to be made in accordance with the law. 

Having reviewed the road estimates, the 
Recorder said that there was no question 
whatever that, as contrasted with the amounts 
authorised by the Local Government Depart- 
ment, the amounts actually estimated were 
enormously in excess. 

Thus, in the case of Celbridge (No. 2) £5,000 
was anthorised, and it was proposed’to ex- 
pend £11,200. It was true that the general 
ratepayers should be responsible for the ex¢ep- 
tional expenditure which arose from the blow- 
is? and destruction of roads and bridges. 

e was compelled to guash the rate, but 
he regretted to do so—the rate could. not .be 
made a legal one, and he declared it to be 
void ;and invalid, and directed’ the County 
Council to strike a rate in accordance with 
the law. 

He allowed the appellant his costs. 


COMPENSATION CLAIMS.
